Reaches 140 Miles North of 


Point Barrow, But 


Sights No Land. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—(By the 


Associated Pres..)— Flying 140 miles 
northward 
from 
Point 
Barrow, 


Alaska, farther than any white man 
has been before In that section ot 
the Arctic. Capt. George H. Wtlkln* 
and his pilot, Ben Elolson. have set 
a new record in polar flying. The 
farthest point north in their flight 
which was made on March 31. was 
latitude 
73 degree*, 30 -mlnutei, 


north, the North American News- 
paper Alliance announced Wednes- 
day. 


Vllhjalmur Stcfanwion, Arctic ex- 


plorer, said his ship, the Karluck, 
under the command of Op. Robert 
H. Bartlett in 1913, went 70 miles 
north of Point Barrow, but wa« 
stopped there by the ice pack. Cap- 
tain Wilkins new 70 miles farther, 
he said. 
Mr- Stefcnsson recalled that last 
summer Roald Amundsen and Lin- 
coln Ellsworth flew 821 miles north 
from Spitsbergen toward the pole, 
reaching 87 degrees, 44 minutes, 
north latitude, on the opposite side 
of the polar basin. The flight of 
Captain Wilkins, from 
Fairbanks, 
Alaska, was over a coume 840 miles 
lonsr. Mr. Stefansson figures. 
He 
asserted that it demonstrated con- 
clusively the usefulness of airplane* 
In polar exploration. 
Captain Wilklns reported that at 
the farthest north point to which 
he flew he could see 60 to 75 miles 
farther, with no land In sight. In 
addition to flying across the pole 
he hopes to be able to discover land 
believed to lay northward of Alaska 
and Siberia and claim it for the 
United States.

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EXPERT TESTIMONY

, 


They were seiencu, <."-j —• 
reported the Insanity plea which had been injected by 
the defendant was groundless. 


With this evidence before the jury the problem of 


arriving at a verdict was greatly simplified. 


After a short deliberation, the jurors found Costello 


guilty of the crime charged, and he was sentenced to 
be hanged for the brutal killing of a young girl. Con- 
trast this with some of the 
developments In other 


cases where a plea of insanity is interposed. Under 
modern criminal practice a large number of the mur- 
der prosecutions in this country have degenerated Into 
a battle between alienists. The side able to make the 
most imposing showing on the medical question us- 
ually succeeds in winning the jury. 


It Is not an unusual spectacle to find reputable and 


highly-skilled physicians arrayed against each other. 
They return directly opposing findings. What are the 
laymen, who make-up the jury, to do under these 
circumstances? They are confused and bewildered by 
the mass of conflicting expert testimony. They may 
not have been convinced the accused Is insane but In 
a large majority of the cases, the testimony which has 
been placed before them is sufficient to raise a doubt 
in their minds. Under those circumstances, thinking 
men will not interpose the punishment contemplated 
by law. They will hesitate and shrink from saying 
that an accused murderer should be made to pay the 
penalty of his crime when there Is a very considerable 
doubt whether 
he was able to distinguish between 


right and wrong. 


The action which Jud<re Kavanaugh took in the 


Chicago case is not in contravention of the defendant's 
rights. 
The men appointed *by the Chicago Medical 


society were reputable alienists, fully qualified and 
competent to pass upon the defendant's sanity. But 
"they had no selfish interest to serve when their ap- 
pointment came from the court and their compensa- 
tion from the same tribunal. Under this system It Is 
probable that a more fair and equitable decision was 
made possible. 


Among the proposed reforms of legal procedure in 


criminal cases, the step taken in Chicago is & distinct 
advance. The use of alienists to defeat what the lay- 
man recognized as common justice had become almost 
a scandal In this country. And yet the alienist is a 
very necessary and valuable witness when issues of 
this sort are raised. The enlightened and intelligent 
course, it would seem, is to adopt the policy inaugur- 
ated by Judge Kavanaugh. Let the alienists receive 
their appointments and their compensation from the 
court and niuch of the confusion and miscarriages of 
justice which have marked many murder trials in this 
country will disappear. 


TREES FOR A MONUMENT. 


In appreciation of the faithful service rendered by 


Stuart J. Fllntham, recently deceased, in his. capacity 
as forester of Los Angeles county, Calif., the forest 
protective association 
interested in the preservation 


of 'timbered areas Included in the Angeles national 
forest has voted to set aside a 20-acre tract as a spec- 
ial tribute to his memory. It will be called the "Flint- 
ham memorial." 


If the dead forester could return to earth no doubt 


he would feel a decided preference for that kind of a 
monument rather than an artificial shaft of stone or 
even a building constructed of that material. As a lov- 
er of treea he could ask for no more fitting memento 
of his life and works than the one accorded him by 


-those among whom and in whose interest he labored. 


The forest memorial will be a constant reminder to 


' inhabitants of the region that the man for whom It Is 


named devoted his life to watching over the groves 
that cover'the mountain slopes an* extend into the 
river valleys between. Perchance on more than one 
occasion his vigilant eye had detected and his -prompt 
action averted an incipient forest fire that 
might 


have destroyed many square miles of timber and 
imperilled the lives and property of those round- 
about. 


As rich as California is in its vast forest expanses, 


the people there arc 
not unmindful 
of how much 


these areas are worth to them for other than com- 
mercial use. As recreation i-rounds and scenic attract- 
ions they could never be replaced, if once surrendered 
to the lumberman's axe and the sawmill's destructive 
agency. 


If Nebraska possessed such arboreal resources her 


peoplc would treasure them even more highly than 
Callfornlans do. This state, unfortunately lay in 
the 


- path of frequently recurring prairie fires, before it was 


settled, and trees never had a chance until white men 
cam* and planted them. About the < nly extensive 
tracts of natural timber found in Nebraska are the 
wooded bluffs and hills bordering the Missouri river 
and some found here and there along the Platte and 
the NIobrara. 


It was this state, however, which set the world an 


example In honoring men that devoted themselves to 
the protection and development of forestry. The pi- 
oneer in that field was J. Sterling Morton, 
whose 


name and fame are tmperlshably preserved In the In- 
stitution of Arbor day, first established here, and in 
th« mansion and grounds at Arbor lodge, with Its 


.- outlying grounds known as Morton state park. Today, 


TObranka la covered with planted groves, and every 
home has ita trees set out by human hands. Thous- 
and* of acres of formerly desolate waste lands arc 
now •nibraecd In the federal government's forest re- 
•«rv* near Halney, and extensive new plantings are 
belnc made there each year.

MEMORIALS TO THE SOLDIERS. 


By November 11. 1328, tha tenth anniversary of the 


signing of the armistice, there will have been ex- 
pended for monuments, chapels and other memorials 
to American soldiers, on or near the battlefields 
of 


Europe" and in the American cemeteries "over there, 
a total of approximately $3,000,000. This has beeen de- 
cided by the American Battle Monuments commission 
of which Gen. John J. Pershlng Is the head. 


A bill passed by the house a few days ago carries 


an appropriation of $800.000 for this purpose and there 
was already an unexpended balance of $500,000 In the 
hands of the commission. 
Other appropriations are 


to be made later as needed. There are to be over 
thirty monuments and monumental buildings, besides 
headstones, stone walls about -the grounds and other 
markers as well as conveniences in the way of stone 
seats and other things for the use of those who may 
visit the cemeteries. 


There are at this time 30,405 bodies of American 


soldiers buried in the military cemeteries of this coun- 
try in Europe, beside 130 which are buried on 
the 


continent outside these cemeteries. Six American cem- 
eteries are in France, and one each in Belgium and 
England. A few ornamental gateways arc already in 
place as are some ornamental flag staffs. Rest rooms 
have also been provided for visitors. 


A chapel is to be erected in each cemetery and all 


cemeteries are to be enclosed by masonry walls. Per- 
manent headstones are to be Installed at once. The 
growth of trees is to be promoted and adequate water 
supply assured. At each battlefield cemetery there Is 
to be a memorial 
on which will be Inscribed the 


names of those carried as missing in action In 
the 


vicinity. There are 3,432 now so carried. 


The monument for the Meusc-Argonne battle will 


cost $400,000, 
that for St. Mlhiel, $230,000, as will 


that near Chateau-Thierry. A number of other his- 
torical monuments will cost $30,000 each. 


A NECESSARY DECISION. 


Decision of the city council to reject all bids and 


abandon any thought of installing a filtration plant 
at the municipal pool this year Is in keeping with 
what has been going on at the city hall for years. 


For several years Commissioner Wright has been 


forced to forego the erection of a much-needed fire 
station In southeast Ltncoln. Likewise he also has 
had to give up replacing the old, badly dilapidated and 
antiquated station at Twenty-third and O streets, to 
say nothing of the situation at Tenth and Q. 


Other department heads have been facing conditions 


similar to those confronting 
the head of the safety 


department, but they have not been so glaring. In- 
creased storm sewer facilities, and the rebuilding of 
much of the present system, is but one of these. 


There are many things which the city needs much 


more than the filtration plant. 
That the plant is 


needed none will deny, but Its abandonment will work 
a hardship on no one. The worst that can happen is 
:he giving up of hopes long cherished, increased op- 
erating costs at the pool, and a continued heavy bur- 
den on the water plant. 


It took courage to abandon plans for the plant but it 


was the wise thing to do in view of the present fi- 
nancial situation with which the commissioners are 
forced to struggle.

by the fire fighters 


that the real test would not come 
until the fire, which was so intense; 
no one could approach within 500 
feet of it, reached water settled in 
the bottoms of the reservoirs, gen- 
erating'steam that would cause the 
rlaming lakes to boll over. 


When the crisis .'lid come the em- 


bankment was not high enough and 
the blazing fluid, spreading in all 
directions, 
rapidly 
ignited other 


sections of the tank farm. A ditch 
digging machine that was to have 
bf-cn used to throw up .a rtrong bul- 
wark against the exepcted rush of 
the boiling oil, lay idle through th« 
r.ight, useless because a heavy rain 
bad made the field a bog.
